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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Remarks 

1. Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last Office 
action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 

2. The reply filed 8/30/2004 was applied to the following effect: All relevant objections and 
rejections are withdrawn as being satisfied. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. Claims 1, 2, 6-9, 13 and 14 are allowed (renumbered as claims 1-8 respectively). 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

This application is for a MAGNETORESISTIVE EFFECT THIN FILM MAGNETIC HEAD. 
• Claims 1 and 8 specify a magnetoresi stive effect thin film head which requires: 
"at least a part of said insulation gap layer being made of Co-^pejOs^ 

Jeffers '354 discloses using Fe304, which is in fact magnetite and not maghemite 
(7Fe203). It is evident that Jeffers '354 incorrectly identifies magnetite (Fe304) as maghemite 
(7Fe 2 0 3 ). Abe et al. (US 4,477,319), which is incorporated by reference by Jeffers c 354 [col. 2, 
line 34], teach a clear definition of magnetite (Fe 3 0 4 ) and maghemite (yFe203) in the process for 
forming a ferrite film. Jeffers 4 3 54 does not teach, disclose or suggest the use of Co--yFe203 as 
an insulation layer as claimed in the present invention. 

Therefore, these features, in combination with other features of claims 1 and 8, are not 
anticipated by, nor made obvious over, the closest prior art of record Jeffers (US 4,754,354).
